Overseas 
Buyers are paying $4.10 per kg and this for refined filtered 
beeswax with the Export Incentive which is allowed for refined 
beeswax only, gives you a better return than’ Ecroyd as the Export 
Incentive is worth approxinately $1.00 per ke.
